SUMMARY STAFF RECOMMENDATION: Staff recommends the proposed zoning change
from family residence — neighborhood plan (SF3NP) combining district to family residence
— historic landmark — neighborhood plan (SF-3-H-NP) combining district zoning.

QUALIFICATIONS FOR LANDMARK DESIGNATION:
The ca. 1937 house was designed by an in-house Calcasieu Lumber Company architect, Lee
M. Smith. who went on to have his own private practice in Austin. The house is an
excellent example of a Mediterranean Revival villa with an asymmetrical façade, stucco
finish, rounded surfaces; square tower, patterned tile accents at the doorway, and an
abundance of wrought iron. The house was the home of Robert and 1-lelena Ziller, noted
spiritualists and benefactors of the Town Lake Animal Shelter.

HISTORIC LANDMARK COMJVIISSION ACTION: Recommended the proposed zoning
change from SF-3-NP to 5F3H-NP. Vote: 6-0 (Leary absent).

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION:
Architecture:
The Ca. 1937 is an excellent example of a Mediterranean Revival villa with an asymmetrical
stucco façade, round-arched doorway with a patterned tile surround, and a scalloped bottom
to the projecting bay to the left of the front door. square tower with a round-arched
arcade rises from the southwest corner of the house. Fenestration consists of Colonial
Revival-styled 6:6 wood frame windows. The porte-cochere was extended to shelter the
elevator entrance on the south side of the house, and a belvedere with stained glass has
been added to the roof for the top of the elevator equipment. The porte-cochere has a
segmental-arched entry and matches the house with its stucco finish. Ironwork on the



house includes the window grilles mentioned above, the front stair railing, and gates. The 4roof is composition shingle with deep eaves and brackets.

Historical Associations:
Robert Ziler (187 1’ 1961) was descended from an old Austin family. His German grandfather
Michael Ziller, was an early Austin pioneer, hauling freight from Galveston to Austin by ox-
cart and opening a general merchandise store on Congress Avenue in the city’s first stone
building, and an early hotel. Various members of the Ziller family worked as deputy tax
assessors in Austin, including Robert’s father, August Ziller. August Ziller was a Christian
Scientist and raised his only child, Robert in the faith. Robert, however, began his own
spiritual journey, and after wandering too far from the fold, was personally ercommunicated
by Mary Baker Eddy, the founder of Christian Science, and a personal friend of the family.
Robert Ziller was born in Austin, but educated in Berlin, Germany. He attended the
University of Texas but did not graduate. He was an ingenious inventor, especially in the
areas of irrigation and non-explosive fuel containers. He managed the family’s considerable
real estate in Austin, and with his second wife, Helena, purchased this property and built the
house in 1937. Helena Layne Ziller was a Tennessee+orn opera singer who shared Robert’s
spiritualism. She believed she had communications with the dead, and transcribed many
conversations with those who had passed over. The Zillers were animal lovers, and provided
half the funding for the Austin Humane Society to build the Town Lake Animal Center. After
Robert’s death in 1961, Helena continued to live in the house. which she shared with her
widowed sister-in-law and a lady friend, who worked as the receptionist at the Humane
Society. She was a known “character” in Austin long before the city began to celebrate its
weirdness, her yellow Corvette, red hair, and leopard-skin clothing adding to her legend. After
her death in 1973, her sisterin-law, who was a beneficiary of a life estate interest, lived here
until 1990, when the house went to the Scottish Rite Temple, as had been stipulated in Robert
Ziller’s will. The lodge sold the house to Bill Bowne, an architect and interior designer, who
restored the house and converted it to a bed and breakfast. Wendy Sandberg and Sam Kindred
continued the bed and breakfast after they purchased it in 1993, catering to celebrities who
were visiting in Austin. including Clint Eastwood, Walter Cronkite, Lyle Lovett, and Dennis
Quaid. The present owners, Pam and Tim Walker, purchased the house in 1999 and make
their home here.

ALTERATIONS/ADDITIONS: Wrought iron window grilles were added in the 1990s when
the house served as a bed and breakfast. When the current owner was diagnosed with



multiple sclerosis, they added an elevator, extending the porte-cochere to shelter the
exterior elevator door, which is the original arched front door (which had been in storage),
and built a belvedere with stained glass onto the roof of the house for the top of the elevator
equipment. The original wrought-iron gates were replaced with wrought-iron electric gates.

Robert Ziller, member of a respected pioneer Austin family, and his wife, Helena,
constructed their remarkable Mediterranean Revival home in 1937. The Travis Heights house is
situated on a cliff overlooking downtown Austin at the point where Blunn Creek enters the
Colorado River.’ Like the Reuter House and the Oillespic Stacy House in Travis Heights, the
Baits House and the Maverick Miller House in West Campus, the Ziller House is a picturesque.
irregular villa constnscted between the wars, in part to take maximum advantage of fine vistas,
now diminished due to buildings and vegetation. Most feature Weigl Brothers ironwork and a
high level of craftsmanship. The carved living room and library mantels in the Ziller home are of
exceptional note.

EdgecliflTerrace ends at the Ziller House gates and an original high, stuccoed stone fence.
Live oaks are prominent in the front garden. The Ziller’s home was a haven for animals, and they
were benefactors of Austin’s Humane Society. Helena Ziller lived at the house until her death in
1973; her sister-in-law Ruth Layne remained in the home until her death in March of 1990, when
the home was donated to the Scottish Rite Temple. More recently the Tiller House was a bed-
and-breakfast, its clientele including such luminaries as flint Eastwood, Walter Cronkite Linda
Ellerbee, Meg Ryan, Dennis Quaid and Lyle Lovett, It reverted to tingle-family status in 1999.

With the exception of the addition otthe elevator, elevator access and porre-cochere, which
were carefblly designed to be in harmony with the OrigIrIaJ style, the home has an unusually high
degree of historic integrity in both the interior and exterior architecture. The Ziller House is
deserving of Historic Landmark status by both the City of Austin and State of Texas.

Arthlteetiiral ayle
The architect is listed as In M. SmE& in the 1937 Building Pennit, which notes the

estimated mst as $10,000. and Thomas Simnacher’ and Son as the contracla for the two-story
house plus tsement with integrated garage. The Ziller [louse features characteristics of the
Spanish Eclectic style. Mediterranean Revival stylistic features are seen in the asymmetrical
stucco façade, prominent front gable, cantilevered window, dramatic entry - almost a Triumphal
Arch, and ornamental ironwork, some of which is attributed to Weigl Ironworks. The house also
exhibits characteristics of the Colonial Revival style, in particular its six over six windows with
shutters.

The three impressionistic arches on the façade are meant to suggest projecting roof limbers or
vigas typical of the Spanish Colonial style. Brackets under the extended balcony on the left are
also more suggestive than supportive, as is the arched wing wall with the gate on the right corner.
The upper gable pis, which serve as ventilation for the attic, suggest projecting timbers. These
characteristics, as well as the massing of the house itself and its vertical orientation, distinguish

its minimalist approach to the Spanish Colonial style, which was veiy popular in early
Hollywood lifestyles, and this was a perfect Hollywood mansion from the Twenties era.

The biAlding permit, dated November 26, 1937, indicates a concrete foundation, sujc walls,
and a pitched rod of asbestos shingles and tin.

Architect LaM. Smith is listed in the Austin City Directory of 1937 as an architect with
Caleaniec Lumber Company, which had its own stable of building designers, most of whom
were not certified architects (regisntion of architects did mx begin unul the 1930s); Smith is not
listed with the AlA. Most of the Calcasieu designs were reasonably conservative. Occasionally,
though, they showed off. Carl Drake (1864-1934) and his brother. William Sherman Drake,
(father of Katherine Drake Hart, cc-founder of the Austin History Center). founded Calcasieu
Lumber Company in 1*3. Calcasieu’s architects designed a prominent house at 2 Niles Road
for William Drake after most of his six children were grown up; it is generally called the Roy
Butler House today.4William Sherman Drake Jr. (1909-1967) was the vice president and
assistant manager of Calcasieu in 1937 (and Austin’s mayor in 1951-52); and ItO. Mueller was
the vice president and geneiai manager.

Landscape
The house laces east at the end of Edgecliff Terrace, when the driveway enters through Iwo

large. wrought iron gates and leads to the front double doors of the baqemcnt level (the ociginai
garage space) and to the recent pocte-cechere addition to the south. A separate guest
houselgange is located to the immediate left of the entry. Travis Park borders the property on the
north side; there is no path to the river or park, nor any connection to the hike and bike trail from
the house.

A vety large oak dominates the front garden. Second owner Bill Bowne filled in a Large (20 x
8 feet) fishpond with water lilies in the front garden circa 1990. Original patio stones and palms
are found in the north garden. Mr. Zillercrealed stone walkways and terraces below the house
where he planted fruit trees. He raised prized French Alpine goats and gave goat milk to people
who couldn’t drinic cow milk. A goat shed (30 x12 feet) used to be on the north side of the house.

Bowne also added the rear garden gazebo roof, which is from the old ZyderZee Restaurant.
The pool area was added about 1998.

Interior
Original white oak floors are found throughout the house (some under carpets). The home

was furnished by the cunrnt owners with old world antiques; there is nooriginal furniture. The
living room features high ceilings (nine feet nine inches) with original beams and a beautiful
Fireplace of carved, fossilized limestone. The mantel features a large “Z’ on a carved shield with
rope and grape duster details. The sconces on ctlher side of the fireplace air original. The
original ceiling fixture, which also has a grape mcxif, has been moved to the head of the stairwell.
Current owners added the interior ironwork around the living room windows to accentuate the
windows; curtain rods are not original.

Alt bathrooms have original, coLorful tile-work and cabinetry. Commodes are stamped
“1937”; sinks and tubs are original, but not taps. Cabinets in two of the bathrooms have cutouts
in the shape of the letter ‘7”. The kitchen has a new floor and counter tops; cabinets are original.

The large black Vent-A-hood. made in Richardson, Texas, is original and works. The original
intercom, connecting the kitchen to the upstairs master bedroom, still works; it has copper tubing.
Weigi Ironworks is likely responsible for the artistic stairwell railing and the light fixture at the
top of the stairs, which originally hung in the living room.

The north bedroom was the bedroom of Angela Ziller. All ceiling lights upstairs are originals.
The balcony ironwork is original, probably by WeigI. The librarylbedroom originally had a good
view of the Capitol. The unusual carved wood mantel and surround in the Litnry was brought
by the Zillers from a previous home, perhaps that of Ziller’s grandmother. The side smoking
porch, which had been screened in by Bowne, was glassed in by the Walkers.

Robert Ziller used the Ubraiy as his bedroom. Lena was in the master bedroom next door.
The former doorway in the bath, between the two main bedrooms, is now sealed. The former
dumbwaiter to the kitchen, in a closet, was appropnatcd for AC ducts. A sleeping porch is
adjacent to the master bedroom. There are original ceiling lights in both rooms. The small
bedroom is said to have been called the “Lord’s Room” and is believed to have had an altar and
several crucifixes and icons5;the overhead light fixture, a five-pointed star, may have had a
spiritual meaning, or perhaps it was just a Texas star.

The basement floor today includes a bedroom, TV room, bath and office. These are not
historic. When purchased in 1989. the basement was unfinished and appeared to have been used
to house animals. Mr. Ziller had a workshop in the basement for his inventions. Animal pens
were in what is now the laundry room, and partitions for larger animals, probably the goats, were
in other rooms. The Ziller basement also had a bath and a servant’s room. The glass-block bath
was added by the Kindreds.

*itetatlmis
According to the current owners, and as verified by the drawing approved by the City in

granting the home’s building permit, the footprint of the house has not changed until recently.
when the elevator was added due to the owner’s increasing disability from multiple sclerosis. A
porte-cochere was consequently extended from the existing brackets on the south side of the
house, mirroring the detail of the gated entry on the northeast front corner of the house, tootler
shelter for entrance to the elevator, The original arched front doer, which had been in storage,
was moved to the elevator entry; it features 7’s” on two small windows. The elevator equipment,
located in the top of the elevator tower required access from the flat widow’s walks on the steep
rooftop. The previous 18-inch clearance proved inadequate - a workman was injured and
insurance adjustors saw access as a safety issue. Thus attic/roof access was added in a small
belvedere-like space on the roof. Seeing that it was not small enough to resemble a chimney, the
Walkers added an arch with ironwork and style details to match the style of the house. Of the
minimal additions to the home noted above, only the porte-.cocherc is visible from the sweet

The original basement carnage house doors were removed and replaced to let more light into
the basemeiit; they are in storage. Two wrought iron front gates, with a “2” in the middle of each,
have been removed and stored on site.

Ziller Family Hktory
Robert Ziller’s German grandparents, MIchael (1803-1858) and Catharine Keisel Tiller

(1824-1862) immigrated to Texas from France after Michael received an honorable discharge
from the French army6 in 1831, perhaps as early as 1834. Michael began hauling freight from
Galveston to Austin by oxearttand operated one of the first hotels in the city, the old Mlowl
Howe, at the southeast corner of Brazos and Sixth (2016.6*). In 1849 he bulk the first stone
building8on Congress Avenue at the northeast corner of 6* and Congress, now the site of the
UuIelicld Building. There he ran a general merchnlisc store, selling and nding stock.
especially pelts°. By 1850, with property valird at$12$00, Michael Ziller was the fowib most
prosperous1°individual in Austin; he served as an Aldennan the year before his death in 1858.

The Zillers had five children. Henry Han’ Ziller was the second son (1853-). Bertha
Sterzing & Henry Harry Ziller’s II Eastiake style home all 110 Blanco in the Castle Hill
neighborhood, sometimes referred to as the Steambont House, is a City, State and National
Register Landmark. Henry was a tinner for a stoves and tinware dealer in the 1870$ and became
an assistant tax assessor and collector, serving for 43 years under his brother-in-law, Fred
Sterung, the city’s chief lax aascssor and cdlector.’2

Michael Ziller’s eldest son, Magnet ZWer (1846-1918) and his brother WlIlIaa&3were born
in Austin and attended Basirop Mihtwy Academy. August left school at the age of 16 to join the
Confederacy. After the was’ ended, August ran a ccmfectionesy store for a short time and was a
volunteer fire chieF bcfore becoming a deputy city tax aessor. He served with the Stale
government in public works the remainder of his career) August, his wife Marie (Mary), son
Robert, and several other family members were Christian Science piactiboncm.

August and William married sisters Marie (1848-1934) and Theresa (1852-) Adam Hertel,

Augusta lived nearby at 403 Walnut/West 14’ Sweet with her new husband, German
stonemason Herman Hertel, and Augusta’s two daughters, and later with her daughters’
families. Both sisters were schoolteachers at one of the lint private girls’ school in Austin, built
adjacent to the Adams-Hertel-Ziller home. Their students included Margaret Pease.
granddaughter of Governor Marshall Pease, and Ima Hogg, daughter of Governor Stephen Hogg.

Robert Lee ZIller (1871-1961) was born in Austin and educated at the Jacob Bickier School
on West 14’ at Lavaca” He was sent, about the age of 13, to an academy in Berlin, Gennany.
He attended the University of Texas and was awarded a certificate denoting his accomplishments
in the flelds of chemistzy and physics, though he did not graduate. “He devoted much of his early
lifc to inventions and obtained many patents on various items in counties throughout the world
Most outstanding of his efforts have been his contnbutions to irrigation projects and to non-
explosive fuel” containers. In recognition of his work in the field of irrigation, Mr. 111cr was
awarded a medal at the National irrigation Exposition, Pueblo, Colorado, in 191O.w

111cr and his first wife Elizabeth ‘Besde’ Harrbon (1872-1917), who were married in
1897, had one daughter, Angela (1907-1953). Robert and Bessie were friends of Mary Baker
Eddy (1821-1910), who organized the Church of Christ, Scientist, in 1879. According to a
church manual, August and Mwy lller were admitted to membership in July of 1893; Robert
and Theresa 111cr were admitted to membership on Sept. 30, 1893. When Robert began to
deviate horn Eddy’s teachings, she personally excommunicated Robert and Bessie from the
church before her death in 1910.

Robert managed a number of real estate properties be had inherited from his father and
grandfather, some downtown on Congress Avenue, and had several hobbies that utilized the
workshop in his basement He corresponded with Woodrow Wilson and other well-known
people all over the world. The Zillers numbered among their personal friends Governor Colquitt,
Governor Jim Hon, and Cal. B M. House. Robert 7111cr was a Master of the Austin Masonic

In 1925 Robert entered into a “spirituai’ marriage with his second wife Helena ‘Lena’
Layne (1881-1973), an opera singer born in Tennessee, and, following the death of Robert’s
mother, they built this house in 1937. They called the property Edgeclifl Gardens and practiced
organic gardening, building terraces on the steep banks of the river.

According to sonic writings Jell with family members, Robert ZilJer became deeply religious
or spiritual in his own way. It is said that he performed rituals of an unknown nature on the high
point now occupied by the gazebo. At some point, Robert, Lena and Angela began receiving
communications from persons Long dead, which resulted in a number of written volumes dictated
to and transcribed by Lena and Angela21:The Spear of the Fefrialisl, bklana oft/re Legions,
Marcus the Gladiator, and Over the Eagles. Robert went to great lengths in Rekindled Fires to
explain that these were not novels or fiction, nor did they result from stances. It was said that
Lena had communication with a ghost that lived in the closet if the library room, which she kept
locked; she sculpted a likeness of the ghost’s head, which was sold in an estate sa1e.

Angela was about 18 at the lime of her father’s remarriage. An accomplished artist, she
wanted to become a professional ballet dancer; Robert and Lena did not approve, and Angela
eventually ported ways with the Zillers. An only child, she died in 1953 at the age of 46.

The Zillers were great animal lovers. Their home was a haven for pets. including, at various
times, ten French Alpine goats. six cats, birds and even a bobcat. Following Angela’s death, the
Zillers gave $25,000 in her memory toward building the Town Lake Animal Shelter - hail the
total cost “A brass plaque in front of the Shelter reads:

The Ziller Memorial Shelter ot the Humane Society of Austin and Travis County to
Robert U Ziller and wife Helena Ziller and their daughter Angela 1111cr, whose generous

contributions and great interest in animal welfare resulted in this shelter.
“A thbutetothememoryofthe dearpctslargeandsmall whocarne intoourhomeand
with a steadfast love shown daily in endearing ways, brought sunshine into many of the

dark days of our lives.” ... Robed I. Ziller
“I-fe liveth best who loveth best all things both great and small for the dear lord who

loveth us he made and loves them all.’

Another instance of Robert’s generosity was the Christmas Eve he walked around town
giving out silver dollars to strangers along the way. He, Lena and Angela were active in the
WWH effort to collect scrap metal in a tract photographs show scrap piled up along the front
wall.

Lena was a member of the Board of Directors of the Humane Society at her death, and active
in the Heart Association and American Cancer Society. Robed had been a member of the board
of directors of the old Austin Humane Society. In addition to being an opera singer and pianist
Lena was a painter of flowers, landscapes and pet portraits. After her husband’s death, Mn.
Ziller bought a yellow Corvette and began wearing leopard-skin-print Capn pants, her red hair
adding flair to her artistic appearance. After Mr. Ziller’s death, Ruth Layne, the widow of Lena’s

Both Robert and Helena are tiuned in
Oalcwood Cemetery. In his wills, Robert planned for the Masonic Lodge to have his properties.
Lena canied out his wishes, but included a plan for Ruth Layne to have lifetime use of their
home, Ruth’s daughter Doivthy Layne Hendrick has the family pen in her possession.

Ruth and her family had use of the house until Ruth’s death in 1990. The house then went to
Scottish Rite Temple, who sold it to DIII Ron [pronounced ‘hone’], an interior decorator and
architect in 1990. He restored it, converting it to a bed-and-breakfast. It continued as a B&B
under new owners Wendy Sandberg & Sam Klndnd an 1993, with such guests as Clint
Eastwood, Waiter Cronkite, Linda EJierbee, Meg Ryan, Dennis Quaid and Lyle Lovett The
house was returned to a single-family residence by the current owners, Pam & Tim Walker, who
stayed at the B&B periodically ror over ten years prior to purchasing it in February of 1999.

Pam and Tins Walker, current owners of the Ziller House, are both native Texans, Tim was
born and raised in San Antonio, and Pain hails from Houston. They met while working at St.
Edwards University in their first jobs after graduating from college - Tim as the school’s
basketball coach and Pam as an admissions counselor. The beautiflul architecture of the “Old
Main” building at St Ed’s and the Spanish Renaissance influenced buildings at the University of
Texas inspired Pain and Tim to want to own and care for their own historical home some day.

Tim and Pam fell in love with the Ziller House when they first saw it in 1990 while visiting
from Dallas, where they then resided at the time. The home had just been purchased by an
architect in Austin, having had as its only prior occupants the Ziller family. The archuleci added
air-conditioning and opened the home as abed and breakfast which he graciously operated for
several years. Pam and Tim were some of the first guests at the B&B. It felt like home, and they
stayed there many times until it was available for purchase in the fall of 1998. They remember
consoling each ocher every time they traveled back to Dallas from Austin following a stay at the
Ziller House, with the promise “Some day we are going to own that home and not have to leave
it.”

Since purchasing the home, the Walkers have faitldiilly maintained its historic nature. MI
wails within the home are as they were when built in 1937. The 2007 elevator addition has
enabled the Walkers to remain in the hone and to be able to grow old in it.
